JHE WRECK OF THE BRITISH 
STEAMER “ LORNE.” 

—— ed 
INTERESTING STORY BY ANOTHER 
SURVIVUR. 

Mr. Nethersole, late third engineer of the 
steamer Lorne, which ran on a sunken rock and- 
foundored, arrived hore yosterday by tho 
steamer Soochow from Hoihow. Mr. Nothor- 
sole was picked up by = juok after having hoon 
paffeted about in broken beats for over thirty 
hours. Woare indebted to hita for the following 
narrative of tho wreck and -his eabsoquont ox- 
periences — + 

At .fivae minutes past midnight on the 
Ath Decombor, on my way to the engine 
roum, I felt the ship strike, and tho pas- 
séngers who were sleeping ou the batch im- 
modiatoly sot‘up a ory and made for thoboats, I 
held up my bond and told them “all right,” 
which somewhat quieted them. I went bolow 
and yalieved the second engineer. About five 
minutes afterwards “tho chief engineer came to 
mo and said thoy could get no bottom.’ ‘Lhe 
captain asked if she was making apy water in the 
engine room or stoke hole. ‘The ohivf enginver 
reported the bilges dry, ‘Vory ‘shortly after 
this the second officer called al! handa on - deck. 
and my wateh and I went up. When [ reashed 
the dock all was confuyion among the passengors. 
My watch and I assisted to hoist out two boats on 
the port aide, and the sccond officer was otdered to 
take charge of them. I then went tomy room 
and pnt on some more clothes, as I had nothing 
on- but my singlet and over-all pants. I thon 
wont aft, and I -saw the gig on the port side had 
besn lowered and was fall of water, although 


atill hanging in the taokle,.and-some passengers | 


wore in the water. The captain called out to 
thoav in the other boats to pick up these people. 
I then went to the starboard side and assisted 
the other Europeans in an attempt to got out the 
life hoat, but tho passengers crowding into hor, 
and the ship at thé eame time fast settling by the 
heal and having 2 heavy list-to port, oousing tho 
boat to swing in board, it was impossible 
to gat it out, We managed to swing her 
clear of the chacks once, as.the ship xolled 
to starboard, but hefore we could lower her sho 
swung back with the rolling of the ship, strik- 
ing the boat chooks aud damaging her slightly. 
She waa not badly damaged, and we tried again 
to hoist her clear, Had we had propor assistance 
we wonld have sucoseded, but the sailors had all 
rushod into the port boata when they left, and wa 
had only the pasaongers to givo assistance, and 
they were not of much use, We next attempted 
to lannel the No. 2 lite boai, aft on the starboard 
side, but not having sufficient help we could 
not got her ont. By thia time tho ship’s deck, 
a8 far os the forward hatch, was under water sad 
she was sinking rapidly. The captain now or-
